The-city tax levy next, year will 


be the same as this year—$1.05 on 
each one hundred dollars of taxable 
property. 


This was the decision of the i-ity 


council which met in special session 
last night to prepare the 191 (i budget 
and fix the levy. 


Although the tax levy will be the. 


same, it will "contain another itr-in, 
providing for raising by taxation a 
sufficient amount to oil the streets 
of the city without 
following 
the 


usual custom of oiling by asesssing 
the abutting property owners. 


It was estimated by the council 


that the streets can be. oiled for $3,- 
100. and this sum can be raised with 
a one-cent tax levy, because the as- 
sessed value of 'Rushville property, 
for 1&19 taxation purposes, is $3,- 
047,575. 


The extra cent for oiling: was add- 


ed without raising the levy, liy re- 
ducirig-^the- levy -on b6mls and -inter-. 
est one cent. The levy'last year was 
nineteen cents, but because of there 
being no new 'bonded 
indebtedness 


this year and some of the principal 
is paid off each year, not as much 
money will he required in this fund 
in 1919. 


The tax of eighty 
cents for the 


general fund and sis cents for the 
library fund was not 'changed. The 
library board 
made 
no request of 


the citv council for either a dec-reuse 
or increase in the 
levy 
for public 


library purposes, 
and it was pre- 


sumed by the council that the pre- 
sent levy would he satisfactory.
